9KNATOB STEW ARC'S MIMING BILL. 


The full text of Senator Stewart's new 


mining bill which pussed tho Senate on 
tha 22J instant is printed in the JOURNAL 
tbi« morning. 
There are seven sections 


in the bill, the firdt of which changes the 
cbrotnenci'tmnt of the assessment 3ear 
from January 1st to October 1st. 
The 


second section treats of 
patents for 


mineral claims and the method of pro- 
curing them. The third section provides 
that United States mineral surveyors 
may administer oaths to applicants for 
patents. Tho fourth section prescribes 
the method of determining whether land 
for which n patent is sought to be ob- 
tained is mineral or non-mineral. The 
fifth sectinn refors to surface claims for 
milt sites Bad 'lumping grounds aad the 
method of procuring title to the same 
The sixth section relates to tha right of 
way across 
mining 
claims, and the 


seventh section refers to town sites on 
mineral bearing 1-inds. 


Senator Stowart is iho author of the 


Act of M-iy, 1872, relating to mining 
claims, and the present bill is to amend 
certain spct'oos of that Act. 
That the 


Act of 1872 «vti3 comprehensive and satis 
factory to prospectors and mine owners 
is proved by the fact that it has sever 
been amended. 
Some suggested that it 


would be more satisfactory to have a» 
sesament your, which now bcgin^ on the 
1st of January and ends at ofidnignt on 
December 
Slat, changed to June or 


October for the reason that in con 
sequence of 
the 
inclemency 
of 
the 


weather it is difficult to make locations 
in many mining districts in midwinter 
The other amendments proposed make 
the law more comprehensive and every 
change proposed will doubtless receive 
the approval of persons familiar with the 
subject under consideration. 


It has been suggested that ac amend 


ment to the present la»v prohibiting the 
locator of a part or the whole of a mining 
claim forfeited by reason of non-com 
pliance with the 
annual 
assessmen 


clause 
from 
ajjaiii locating the claim 


tvould be desirable, but as that ruigh 
under certain circumstances work a harci 
ship on individuals it has never buen 
urged by miners. The new bill, whicl 
is amendatory of the old Act, sh.iuld be 
read by miners and if they have further 
changes to suggest they should make 
them known at once to the Senator, as 
the bill is likely to bpcnm" n law. 


IS 1C A 


At. tho general election last November 


the people of Nevada, by an unprece 
dented majority, declared in fav~r of tha 
rb election of Hon. Win. M. Stewart to 
the United Stat'S Senutn. 'Every mem- 
ber of tho Legislature elucted in Novem- 
ber was pledged to vote for the Silver 
Senator, who renounced all allegiance to 
the Republican party and defied the 
0iinions of Wall Street to defeat him. 
Now, 
n o t w i t h o t a n d i n g 
tho 
decisive 


popular vurdict in his favor, a scheme 
has L een concocted to defeiit the w i l l of 
tho people aud if possible prevent his 
return to the Senate. 


The pretext upon which the defeat of 


Senator Btewurfc is sought to be attained 
is that tho nppo. tiontuent bill passed by 
tile Legislature of 1891 does not comply 
with the requirements of the constitution 
aud that the Legislature will, therefore, 
bo an unconstitutional assemblage. 
In 


that event tho Legislature cannot elect a 
United States Senator and it will devolve 
upon the Governor to appoint a successor 
to Senator Stewart. 
As the Qove.aor 


was opposed to the Silver party and con- 
sequently to Stewart, ha would not ap- 
point him Senator but would select a 
Republican for the place. 


This may be a baseless rumor or a 


conspiracy to defeat tho re-election of 
Senator Stewart, who is hated and feared 
by Wall Street moro than any other in- 
dividual in the Uni'ed States. There is 
no doubt but what the goldbugs would 
willingly puy a quarter of a million dol- 
lars to keep Stewart out of tho Senate, 
but the people of Nevada declared at the 
polls that he shall be returned and an 
organized attempt to defeat their will 
would create a revolution.

ful a:-, effort may be made to make (he 
selling of cigarettes or having them in 
one's possession a misdemeanor. 


In Nevadu tho law makes it a crime to 


f.i-;'!<?nt »;; opium smoking resort or to 
have an opium pipe in one's possession. 
In fact, tho sale of opium is prohibited, 
save by druggists upon the prescription 
of a physician, under penalty of not 
more than $1,000 fine and two years im- 
prisonment. As stringent legislation as 
that against cigarette smoking would 
lend to suppress the habit it it did not 
entirely stop it.

Volumes That Are Storehouse*) of Scholar- 


ship and Are Worth Small Fortune*. 
Ancient Illuatrutloua in Priceless Mann- 
acrlpts. 


I Even many otherwise well informed 
people are not aware that the public li- 
prariea of this city contain some of the 
choicest literary goma extant—books for 
which wealthy bibliophiles have offered 
fabulous sums. 
If New Vork is not the 


literary center of America, then books 
immense in number, rare in antiquity 
and almost priceless in value are not 
factors in the competition. 


There are thirly-four public libraries 


in New York, and the number and value 
of the volumes within their walls have 
grown so rapidly that Paris, Munich and 
even London will be surpassed in their 
library collections if the present growth 
continues. 


The day when the citizen of New Am- 


sterdam was content to sit outside his 
door, drink beer, smoke, grow fat aud 
die in the firm belief that he had enjoyed 
life, has given way to an entirely differ- 
ent state of affairs. 


Twenty-five years ago one public li- 


brary collec tios was considered sufficient 
to meet the demands of every class, call- 
ing or profession. Today nine institu- 
tions can be picked out, each one of 
which is patronized by a single class. 


The Astor is the richest of all onr li- 


braries. 
One million dollars' worth of 


books repose upon its shelves, but not 
without frequent disturbance. From 
fifty to 100 studious men and women are 
delving into the enchanting mysteries'of 
some favorite tliemo every day that the 
reading rooms are open to the public. 


The library contains nearly $200,000 


worth of rare books and mauuscripts, 
which are seldom allowed to go into the 
hands of the public 
Perhaps the largest 


and finest single volume in New York 
may be found there. If any one thinks 
that the contemporaries of Shakespeare 
and Milton would marvel at the superb 
product of modern illustrators he is very 
much mistaken. Nothing has been pro- 
duced in the last century that can equal, 
much less rival, tho illustrations in a 
Seventeenth century manuscript entitled 
" Antiphonale." It contains 228 pages of 
vellum, adorned by 272 small and 53 
large miniatures in the highest style of 
the French art of that daj-. Some of its 
illustrations have been attributed to Le 
Brun, the great painter of the time of 
Louis XIV. Tho larger paintings for 
the most part aro scenes from the Scrip- 
tures appropriate to tho various church 
festivals, iiud many of the initial letters 
which 
accompany the stanzas 
are 


illumined in a stylo wholly unknown at 
the present day. This volume, bound in 
purple inorocco, with gilt mountings and 
ornamented with the ilower-de-luce, waa 
designed for the coronation of Charles 
V. At a public sale it would easily com- 
mand several thousand dollars. 


Another valuable work is Sylvester's 


"Universal Paleography," in two vol- 
umes, coiftaining upward of 800 finely 
executed facsimiles of mediaeval worka 
of art. This sumptuous work is said to 
have cost the sum of £20,000 for its exe- 
cution alone. Among other rarities is a 
copy of the first letter written by Chris- 
topher Columbus after he* discovered 
America. There are only six copies of 
these in existence. Tho letter consists of 
only four loaves, but at a London auction 
sale in 1872 it brought §700. 


Another rare volume to be found only 


in this library is Lloyd's "History of 
Columbia, Now Called Wales,'' pub- 
lished in 16.>1. It contains the legendary 
narrative of the expedition of Prince 
Modoc and a Welsh company that voy- 
aged to America prior to Columbus, but 
never returned. Many foreigners have 
sent to thia country for abstracts from 
this rare volume. 


Tho earliest known editions of Ptole- 


my's geography repose on the shelves of 
the Astor. The dates on their title pages 
rringe from 1478 to 1021. There is also a 
superb specimen of tne "Biblia Sacra 
Latina" of 1402, the first edition of tha 
Bi bio bound in old crimson morocco, with 
gilt edges, which is worth $10,000. In- 
Bido the covers are the names of those 
"immortal printers," Johann Faust and 
Peter Schaffer. 
The oldest polyglot 


edition of the Scriptures, executed at 
tbe order of Cardinal Ximenes, which 
cost 50,000 ducats in gold and fifteen 
years for its preparation, is also at the 
Astor. The oldest manuscript of all is 
the "Lectionea Evangeliis," printed on 
vellum and containing whole pages of 
illuminations. 
This manuscript was 


executed by tha monks in A. D. 1470, 
and is almost priceless in value. No 
other library in America possesses such 
a treasure. Next in point of antiquity 
is John Wyclif's English version of the 
New Testament, written in 1390, and 
containing the autobiography of Hum- 
phrey, duke of Gloucester. 
There are 


also two rich Persian manuscripts of the 
Fifteenth century, besides manuscripts 
of move recent date. 


Several 
competent 
Egyptologists, 


among them tho late Miss Amelia? B. 
Edwards, who inspected the collection 
during her visit to this city, have pro- 
nounced the library especially rich in 
oriental works. 
The great work oi 


James Audubon on the "Birdsof Ameri- 
ca," consisting of four volumes, would 
probably bring $5,000. Elliott's Indian 
Bible, dated 1661, tho first Bible printed 
in America; the Geneva, or the Breeches 
Bible of 1500; a copy of the papal bull 
against Luther, 
1520; rare Siamese 


manuscript?, and the valuable and in- 
teresting collection of autograph letters 
from emperors, poets, statesmen, presi- 
dents, soldiers and authors are included 
in this collection.—Mew York Herald.
